In housework as in other ac­ 
tivities, we’re all for reducing 
time and effort, without cutting 
com ers unduly. 


So whether 
you 
are rig h t-1 
handed or left handed, 
try 
to j 
train your other hand to become I 
a full-fledged helper in keeping 
your house clean. 


Time and motion studies indi­ 
cate that ambidexterity in some 
tasks can nearly double effici­ 
ency — that is, can cut work 
time nearly in half. 


It 
does 
take 
practice, 
of 
course, 
and the 
“ secondary” 
hand may never become as effi­ 
cient as the primary one. How­ 
ever, most adults who have any 
manual dexterity at all are ca ­ 
pable of getting benefit from it. 


Efficiency is developed in two 
ways. The first is in jobs re­ 
quiring 
rhythmical 
motion — 
where both hands can he doing 
the 
same 
thing 
at 
the 
same 
time. The second is in jobs re­ 
quiring 
real 
elbow grease — 
where one 
hand 
is 
normally 
used at a time so that the domi­ 
nantly - used hand is able to rest 
while the other takes over for 
a while. 
The first 
category 
includes 
such tasks as washing 
large 
mirrors or windows. 
Hold a sponge or cloth in each 
hand, dip each in thick suds, or 
in a paste of fine scouring pow­ 
der and water, and use both to 
coat 
the 
glass 
in 
rhythmical 
swirls. Then 
let 
both 
hands 


wield damp rinse cloths and dry 
polishing cloths until the glass 
sparkles. 


The same technique 
applies 
to washing walls en’ any other 
large area. By using both hands 
you not only wash a wider area 
at one time but also save your­ 
self steps and turns. 
In the take-tums-with y o u r 
hands department 
are 
chores 
which require energetic attern 
tion to smaller areas — such as 
polishing and waxing furniture. 
After washing and drying the 
wood and applying wax, vigor­ 
ous 
rubbing 
is 
necessary 
to 
achieve a high gloss. The min 
Ute your dominant hand tires, 
send in the other as a “ substi­ 
tute.” 
Practicing the put-your-other 
hand to work theory 
can 
also 
make you more efficient in jobs 
where both of your hands have 


always worked together — such 


as the rubbing of dirty spots on 


clothes you wash by hand. The 


hand 
which instinctively docs 


less than its share can be train­ 


ed to carry a full half of the 
load. 
Aside 
f r o m 
the 
minutes 
saved, this experiment 
in effi­ 
ciency will give a fresh slant on 
your daily work It is always fun 
to learn 
something 
new, 
and 
this two-handed approach creat­ 
es a challenge with jobs which 
have been considered as drud­ 
gery.
